Under an agreement made by

sociation, an organization formed 
to study freight rate structures in 
the county and to explore ways to 
procure lower rates. The appro- 
priation is payable in 10 equal in- 
stallments to.the association and 
is, expended for bills incurred by 
the association in connection with 
the rate research. 

The commission chairman said 
he believed that in addition to the 
monthly statement—which this 
month totaled $478—the associa- 
tion should also submit a monthly 
rejort on its activities. 

“The people in the county snould 
know what the organization is do- 
ing and be able to see what we 
are getting for our money,” Rardin 
| eaid.
